council’s officers to President Wilson 
not 24 hours after the war’s declara­ 
tion assuring the president of the 
churches' whole-hearted allegiance. 
A formal resolution of support, the 
statem ent declared, was adopted

month later at a meeting In W ashing­ 
ton attended by 400 representatives of 
30 denominations.
